The Selectmen refused to make 
any decision on the case, pre- 
ferring to defer action until 
a later meeting, at which it 
is planned to have the Town 
Counsel present. 

Avco had asked for permission 
to have three trailers, of the 
‘tank truck’ type, on their 
property, on which they would 
store gas, needed for. the ex~- 
periments and work within the 
plant. Some of the gas would 
be acetylene, the type manu 
factured by New England Gas, 
and in fact manufactured now 
by that company in Lewiston, 
Maine, at which point the 
trailers will be loaded before 
being sent to Wilmington. 

New England Gas Products is 
at present engaged in a suit 
in Middlesex Superior Court, 
in contention with the Town of 
Wilmington that they should be 
allowed to manufacture Acety- 
lene, and other products, on 
their property off South Main 
Street. 

Thinking of this, Hagerty 
told the Selectmen that ‘I 
wouldn’t want to ruin our case 
by granting this license’, and 
the Selectmen voted to defer 
action. They also voted to 
have recommendations asked of 
the State Fire Marshall, re-

Nor can we think of any person in Wilmington 
with the requisite intelligence, who would have 
the time that Mr. Barrows did, were he to be 
appointed to the Finance Committee.: 

We must face up to a fact — that without an 
aggressive Finance Committee, one devoted to 
finding the best answer, and best recommenda- 
tions to the town, we are in danger of losing 
a fine and effective brake upon our spending, 
an independent brake. And we cannot have an 
effective Finance Committee unless there is 
someone who will take the time to provide the 
answers -— independently of wh at the Selectmen 
School Committee, or Town Manager may do. 

We think the answer is not difficult. [t can 
be found in our State Legislature - which em- 
ploys paid research assistants - not devoted to 
any cause, who hook into proposals and provide 
the data needed, without recommendations. 

Our Finance Committee should have such a 
paid research assistant - it need only be a 
part time job - say $2500 a year, a man who 


will do what Mr.’ Barrows did for so many years, | 


Its either that - or we are not going to 

have a Finance Committee worthy of its name. 
JOINT ELECTIONS 

We know there is no malice intended by our 
Selectmen, but it is a curious fact that this 
board overlooks previous candidates, when con- 
sidering the filling of a vacancy in our elect- 
ed officials of Wilmington. 

Three names were proposed, two weeks ago for 
the vacancy in the Wilmington Housing Authority 
during a joint meeting with the WHA, all the 
candidates being named by WHA members. No one 
proposed the names of any of the three candi- 
dates who were defeated for the WHA last spring 

Similarly, in the election two years ago to 
fill a vacancy in the School Board the previous 
candidate, who had received over 1100 votes and 
was one of the strongest candidates ever to put 
his name before the town for the School Commit- 
tee was totally overlooked. 

MAY SWAIN 

The younger generation of Wilmington perhaps 
did not note the passing of May Swain, last 
week, but it was to the middleaged and older 
people of Wilmington an event filled with sad- 
ness, even if they never knew May. 

For May was the sister of Carolyn and Henri- 
etta Swain, the two teachers who worked so long 
in our public schools, and for whom the Swain 
School was named, a! “ew years past. The affect- 
jon which the people of Wilmington had for the 
two ladies was passed on to their sister, even 
if they did not know her. 

Carolyn and Henrietta were workers in the 
field of public life. They devoted their lives 
to the townspeople of Wilmington. May, or Mary 
Gowing Swain, as she was baptised, stayed home 
and kept house - very rarely venturing out ex- 
cept for occasional visits to the Congregation-‘ 
al Church, of which she was a lifelong member. 

The Swain family left their mark in Wilming- 
ton. 

Charles W. Swain, the father, a Civil War 
veteran, a butcher by trade (as were many of 
the men of that day) was the man who founded 
the Wilmington Public Library, and he served 
on the School Board of Wilmington for many 
years. fle was quiet and reserved, indeed a lit- 
tle diffident.: fe lived in the home on the cor— 
ner of Woburn and Lowell Streets where Robert 
Barrows now lives. 

It was to this home that he brought his sec- 
ond bride after the Civil War, and it was here 
that May was born, on Aug. 29, 1867, the first 
of the three sisters.

We have a group of devoted men on the 
WHA, who know their subject quite thoroughly, 
and are heart and soul behind the project. The 
pity is that they have been acting like a bunch 
of Kilkenney cats, the only result being a loss 
of prestige to themselves, and a loss of con- 
fidence in the people. 

Urban Renewal, properly handled can be a 
distinct asset to Wilmington, to the people, to 
the town, and to the business men. 

We have a shopping center that is not at- 
tractive. We have a shopping group, taken as a 
whole, which prefers to spend its money out of 
town. Only about 4% of the money available is 
spent in Wilmington, when, with proper induce- 
ments about 20% could be spent here, to the im- 
mense benefit of its businessmen, and to the 
savings of the people. 

But Urban Renewal is not going to succeed 
unless the one group that can do something con- 
structive does so - and we mean the WHA. This 
group must buckle down to constructive thinking 
and demonstrate to the people of Wilmington 
that they deserve the confidence of the people. 

A THOUGHT FOR OUR FINANCE COMMITTEE 

Just so long as Herbert C. Barrows continues 
to live he will be the Chairman of the Wilming- 
ton Finance Committee. No one can argue with 
this thought, as Mr. Barrows has a unique re- 
cord in Massachusetts of 64 years of continuous 
service to his town, in addition to his having 
been a most valuable service during that time. 

But Mr. Barfows is unable now to contribute 
his research which guided our Finance Commit- 
tee through the years. A farmer, he devoted 
the time from first frost to the beginning of 
the spring thaw to investigating and compiling 
the answers which the Finance Committee must, 
in good conscience, provide to the voters at 
the time of the Annual Town Meeting.

TM Calabrese consulted with

Street. 

Under a similar application 
of the ‘lateral extension’ 
rule Calabrese told the Sel- 
ectmen that he opposed an ex- 


pit, in the same general area, 
A clear line of demarcation 
could be drawn, Calabrese said 
and extension beyond this 
could be limited to 50% of the 
original scope, after approval 
by the Board of Appeals. 
Chairman Hagerty observed 
that some of the licenses 
granted in the past were with- 
out Board of Appeal hearings, 
| and that in such instances the 
Selectmen were in error, It 
would-not happen again he 
| felt. 
Pleasant Homes were granted a 
limited permit to clean up 
pit, removing a small amount 
of gravel in the operation, 
providing that there was no 
‘lateral extension’, and the 
Selectmen were assured by the 
T that the Town Engineer 
would closely watch the situa- 
tion, 
Court Cases 

Calabrese reported that the 
Town of Wilmington had got no 
where, Friday, in Court, in an 
attempt to have an injunction 
placed on the Hathaway Pit, in 
North Wilmington. 
‘A Kick in the Teeth for Wil- 
mington’ he called the case, 
The court refused to listen 
to the evidence, because a 
hearing is listed for a week 
from next Monday, and in spite 
of the fact that the attomey 
for the town tried to show 
that irreparable harm is being 
done, 
The injunction sought last 
week, against the Pleasant 
Homes pit is still pending, 
Calabrese reported. A tempor- 
ary agreement with the attor- 
ney, regarding ‘clean-up’ has 
detained efforts of the town 
to close the pit-until a week 
from Monday. 

North Reading’ s Case 
A report was made that the 
Town of North Reading was try- 
ing to close a gravel pit, 
and that the Master hearing 
the case inspected Wilmington 
pits, observed that Wilmington 
was ‘wide open’ and ruled a- 
gainst the efforts of the No. 
Reading officials. 
Wilmington’s Selectmen brist- 
led when they heard it. 
Observations were made that at 
least the Master could have en 
quired as to the efforts of 
Wilmington to close gravel 
pits and that, in one case the 
record was ‘longer than his 
arm!’ 


Dog Pound 

A very limited discussion was 
had on the new dog pound, e- 
rected on the Canalas property 
in No. Wilmington. Hagerty 
stated that it was ‘a lot more 
elaborate than we need’ and 
suggested that the TM see the 
Cronin Brothers about having a 
dog pit in an isolated part of 
their property. 
Calabrese reported that he had 
offered a contract of $60 a 
month, for five years, for the 
dog pound, but it wasn’t e- 
nough. 
The dog pound was described as 
having ‘running hot and cold 
water’, during the discussion. 

Skating Club 

Calabrese reported that the 
Commissioner of Corpérations 
and Taxation had pointed out a 
way for the Wilmington Skating 
Club to get out of its diffi- 
culty with respect to the 
agreement with Wilmington over 
costs. 

According to the Commissioner 
working under Chapter 58, Sect 
ion 8, he could approve of an 
abatement which would mean 
that the Skating Club would 
pay the taxes on the building 
it leases from the tow, plus 
$50 a year, as was voted by 
the town last March.

An application for a license 
to establish an airport, near 
the North Reading line was 
turned down, with a remark 
that there was insufficient 
information. 

Firemen’s Wages 
Two letters on the subject of 
wages for the firemen who 
drive the ambulance were re- 
ceived by the Selectmen, one 
from Daniel Gillis, who ap- 
peared in person, and the o- 
ther from the Wilmington Fire- 
men’s Association. 
Gillis went fully into the 
history of the ambulance ser- 
vice, pointing out that 24 
years ago the then Chief of 
Police, Harry Ainsworth had 
procured an ambulance with con 
tributions from the people of 
the town, and had supported 


that ambulance with contribu- 
tions, 

Gillis wanted to know if the 
people of Wilmington wanted to 
revert to the 1934 way of life 
and took issue with the ‘taxi - 
service’ (reported in the Town 
Crier last week), saying that 
to eliminate the ‘taxi ser- 
vice is like eliminating false 
alarms from the Fire Depart- 
ment. The Fire Department, he 
said, answers all calls in the 
belief that they are serious 
or actual, and the same ap- 
plies to sick people. 

Pointing out that many people 
over 65, with limited incomes 
need‘the ambulance, he stated 
that the only difference 
would be more bookkeeping, if 
& bill had ‘o be sent to the 
Wel fare Department. 

He asked the Selectmen not to 
put the dollar sign-on sick 
People - be they rich or poor. 

Chairman Hagerty assured Gil- 
‘| lis that the Selectmen had no 


paying part of the blasting| 


part in the ‘taxi-service’ 
thoughts - 'I would rather see 
us charging the drunks taxi- 
fares’ - and recalled that the 
Selectmen had set up rules for 
preventing false use of the 
‘ambulance by asking that li-

School Budgets 

The power of the school com- 
mittees to enforce their bud- 
getary requirements upon Town 
Meetings and City Councils has 
been broadly and repeatedly 
upheld by the State Supreme 
Court. The basis of this power 
lies in the provisions of the 
General Laws which provide not 
only that school committee de- 
mands must be met, but also 


for the assessment by the 
Court of a penalty against the 
city or town equal to twenty- 
five percent of the amount 
which the city or town refused 
to appropriate for school pur- 
poses.

School Building Costs 

School construction costs in 
Massachusetts are generally 
considered the highest in the 
United States. Local officials 
have frequently charged that 
the two state agencies, the 
School Building Assistance 
Commission and the State De- 
partment of Public Safety 
(which administers the state 
building code), are largely 
responsible for this dubious 
distinction, 

The formula for state aid for 
local school construction pro- 
vides that up to fifty percent 
of the cost of local school 
construction can be re-imbur- 
sed if the plans and final 
construction are approved by 
the SBAC. Other states, such 
as Connecticut, subsidize 
school construction through a 
‘per pupil’ grant. 

Critics of the Massachusetts 
subsidy contend that the Mass- 
achusetts formula stimulates 
‘luxury’ construction by en- 
couraging the attitude of ‘why 
worry, the state will pay half 
the cost’ - although the tax- 
payers ultimately pays the 
bill 
The legislature has rejected 
a proposal which would remodel 
the Massachusetts formula into 
a ‘per pupil’ rather than a 
‘percent of cost’ subsidy.

Home Rule 

Much has been said on the 
subject of ‘home rule’ for ci- 
ties and towns. Yet each year 
the legislature acts upon 
inumerable bills affecting the 
business and local control of 
specific communities. For ex- 
ample, the legislature has es- 
tablished minimum salary 
scales for teachers and other 
selected municipal employees 
and provided for the addition- 
= expenses to be borne local- 
y- 

Furthermore in areas where 
broad discretion has been 
granted to localities in such 
matters as planning and zoning 
the legislature annually votes 
for additional restrictive a- 
mendments, 

One corrective proposal that 
has been rejected by the legis 
lature would have prohibited 
additional costs being inflict 
ed on municipalities unless 
the legislature also provided 
the necessary funds.

State Aid Formula 

There are four primary areas 
involving the distribution of 
state collected taxes to ci- 
ties and towns: (1) highway 
taxes for ‘Chapter 90’ and 
‘Chapter 81’ road construction 
and maintenence, (2) corpora- 
tion and income tax distribu- 
tion according to ‘equalized 
valuation formula’, (3) in- 
come tax distribution for the 
reimbursement of school con- 
struction and support of the 
‘school foundation’ formula, 
(4)state reimbursement of cer- 
tain public welfare costs for 
old age assistance, disability 
assistance, aid to dependent 
children and veterans aid. 

It is frequently claimed that 
the state should provide more 
support for local costs in 
these areas. The present me- 
thods of distribution are com- 
monly criticized as being ar- 
bitrary and discrimnatory and 
tending to be too generous to 
the wealthier communities. 

In Wilmington’s case the Town 
does not receive from the 
state any of the substantial 
taxes collected by the state 
from Wilmington’ s manufactur- 
ing firms, because the formula 
was made in 1935, when there 
was practically no manufactur- 
ing here.
